Thoroughbreds in Germany 


End week we mentioned a problem which will 
be faced by stud book authorities at the end 
of ihe war in Europe, the problem of procedure 
with regard to the Thoroughbreds appropriated 
by German studs when the German army overran 
France in 1940. 

To the present we have heard of no definite 
step in the direction of a solution having been 
taken by the stud book authority of any country. 
Certainly the men in responsible positions in Eng- 
land and in the United States must have con- 
sidered the question privately, but there has been 
no public discussion. Thus we can only guess as 
to the opinions which may have been formed. 

Prejecting the traditional lines of thought and 
action, we should guess that the Jockey Club in 
England will take the position that its own action 
is its own business, and that it finds no necessity 
for consulation. Behind such a decision would 
stand the powerful argument that in the past 
the same attitude has proved its value in guineas, 
pounds, and shillings. Against such a decision 
on the part of the General Stud Book authority 
stands only one ponderable argument: the pos- 
sibility that other stud book authorities may be- 
come impatient with decisions made for the 
self-interest of one country and may attempt to 
protect their own interests through concerted 
action. 

At present there is no definite indication of 
concerted action. The stage, however, is set for 
such a possibility. England, which for two 
centuries has been the Thoroughbred well at 
which the breeders of other countries have filled 
their pitchers, has depleted its stock of breeding 
material, a fact reflected in the extraordinary 
prices now being paid for stock which is not at 
all extraordinary. The well itself needs replenish- 
ing, and there is a distinct possibility that when 
the war is over the pitchers may be brought 
to it full and taken away empty. This possi- 
bility brings up the old question of the “Jersey 
Act,” which, in effect, declared impure the water 
from all other wells except that of the General 


Stud Book, though the same bugs swam in all 
of them. 

The post-war position of English breeders will 
not, however, be especially difficult with regard 
to the Jersey Act. In many countries they will 
be able to find good horses which are Thorough- 
bred by their own definition, because most coun- 
tries have followed the English ruling so obedi- 
ently that they have largely exterminated their 
unrecognized strains. In the United States, in 
the face of a continuing stream of importations, 
the “impure’’ American strains have been inex- 
tinguishable. So if English breeders wish to buy 
in North America they must, in the main, choose 
between high class and “purity’’ of breeding. 
Since their own pre-eminence has actually been 
achieved because they are sticklers for class (1re- 
gardless of their talk of purity), we suspect that 
they will not buy largely in North America—un- 
less they do happen to change the Jersey Act. 

Not because we speak with any special insight, 
but because we want Thoroughbred breeders the 
world over to become aware of the problem, we 
set forth here our own recommendations with re- 
gard to the post-war stud book problem. 

(1) Thoroughbreds taken to Germany from 
conquered territories should be restored to their 
pre-war owners whenever possible. 

(2) There should be no recognition, for racing 
or breeding purposes, of any offspring of these 
horses born or registered since their “ownership” 
changed to German hands. 

(3) Much of the Thoroughbred stock in Ger- 
many should be confiscated and sent to countries 
despoiled by the Germans, for the purpose of 
breeding utility horses, which will be badly 
needed. 

(4) The Thoroughbred stud book authorities of 
the world’s principal racing countries should 
meet and organize to discuss questions of com- 
mon interest. 

(5) One of the principal goals of such an or- 
ganization should be a long-term program by 
which standards of eligibility for export or import 
would be based, not upon remote pedigrees, but 
upon more recent demonstrations of worthiness.

Adam's Children 


HIS isn’t the question and answer department, 

exactly, because its tenant usually prefers 
asking questions no one wants to answer, or an- 
swering questions no one has asked. But last 
week a subscriber wanted to know something 
about a horse named Adam Bede, and this is as 
good a place to put him as anywhere. 


He was, as you might imagine, a son of *Adam, 
which was a full brother to Ajax, sire of *Teddy. 
His dam was *Grace Gumberts, by Sainfoin, a 
mare imported by E. J. Arnold as a yearling in 
1902. He was bred at Oakwood Farm, a few 
miles from Lexington. The farm had been owned 
by C. F. McMeekin, who was killed in a railroad 
accident in England in 1905, and in 1908, when 
Adam Bede was foaled, it was under lease to a 
New York partnership of Miller and Bishop, 
which seems to have operated as Millstream Stud. 


Though an American-bred, he had none of the 
American taints, being one of those American- 
breds which the Jersey Act could not exclude. 
When he began racing in England, however, the 
Jersey Act was not yet in operation. He ran once 
as a 2-year-old in the United States and finished 
third, in the ownership of Charles W. Leonard’s 
Newcastle Stable. John E. Madden bought him 
later, and subsequently resold him to England. 
Five or six of *Adam’s foals of 1908 were shipped 
to England, including Adana, which had the 
tainted blood of Lexington close up in her pedi- 
gree, and was later returned to America to be- 
come the dam of Ariel and a number of other 
stakes winners. 


In England Adam Bede ran for Louis William 
Winans, an American-born resident of England 
who had been importing stock from the United 
States since his entry into racing in 1901. In 
1998 he bought Sir Martin and another 2-year-old 
from Mr. Madden, and Sir Martin was in a fair 
way to win the 1909 Derby when he stumbled and 
nearly fell—-he actually touched his nose to the 
ground—and of course lost all chance. He did 
win the Coronation Cup and a number of other 
stakes. Like Adana, he was tainted with Ameri- 
can blood, and was returned to the United States, 
where he was a reasonably successful sire. Mr. 
Winans paid Madden £6,000 for Adam Bede. The 
horse must have been well regarded; at least he 
started off pitched pretty high, in the Derby 
which Sunstar won from Stedfast, and maybe 
wouldn't if Stedfast hadn't dwelt at the start. 
Adam Bede finished fifth, and later in the season 
he won two races, neither very important, and 
was second in the Brighton Cup, third in a welter 
handicap. At four he placed in every start he 
made but one, and won the Duke of York Stakes 
(11, m.) from a field which included August Bel- 
mont’s Monotone, by *Rock Sand. He also won 
the Cambridgeshire, and among others he beat 
was Harry Payne Whitney’s Whisk Broom II. 


The reason so many of these American horses 
were in England, of course, was that the Direc- 
tors Liability Act had gone into effect in New 
York, ending racing in that state for two years. 
Both of the victories were fairly important, the 
Duke of York Stakes being worth about $8,300

and the Cambridgeshire about $5,700. As a 5- 
year-old Adam Bede did not win, though he was 
third in the Duke of Cambridge Handicap, third 
in the Manchester Cup. 


The Jersey Act ran most of the American-breds 
out of England, which was of course its immedi- 
ate purpose, whatever long faces are pulled about 
it now. Ironically, it wasn’t worth so much after 
it was passed, for New York racing resumed in 
1913, and since that time American breeders have 
usually been buying, rather than selling. But the 
Jersey Act was there, just in case America 
wanted to sell again, and it is still there, offering 
an adequate excuse, any time an excuse is needed, 
for slapping a prohibitive duty on the import of 
any horse originating in a country which does not 
recognize the American Stud Book. 

This is to stray a bit from Adam Bede. Being 
“pure,”’ he was retired to the stud in England in 
1914, at 19 guineas a mare, and there he remained 
until July 1927, when he died, a few months be- 
fore the death of his owner. He was no sensa- 
tion at stud, getting winners of 25 races and

Folklore of the Southwest 


HE latest outbreak of the legend of Peter 

McCue, the horse which was_ registered, 
raced, and used as a stallion under one pedigree 
in the Thoroughbred stud book and raced, used 
as a stallion, and registered under another pedi- 
gree in the quarter horse stud book, occurs in 
the form of an anonymous poem in the January 
issue of the Cattleman, an excellent magazine 
published at Fort Worth by the Texas and South- 
western Cattle Raisers Association. 


PETER McCUE 


There was an old stud called Peter McCue, 

Illinois kred, with much speed in view. 

His sire was Dan Tucker, of Quarter Horse fame; . 
Barney Owens, his grandad gave much to his name. 


But they got him mixed up with scme cther colt, 
They called him a Thoroughbred, and that was a jolt! 
It looked like a jcb to straighten him out, 

But men who knew him were still ‘round about. 


They told me the stcry of Peter McCue 

And now, the same story, I give to you. 

At last old Peter is where he belongs, 

And Quarter Horse colts are singing their songs. 


Peter McCue, at the post was no nag.

These veises contain a great truth, when they 
say that the men who knew Peter McCue and 
the true story of his parentage “were still ‘round 
about."”” They were the most roundabout people 
I ever heard of, and the present generation is 
scarcely less so. They are positive that Peter 
McCue was got by the quarter horse Dan Tucker 
and not by the Thoroughbred Rathnerod (or Duke 
of the Highlands). But none of them has come 
forth with anything which resembles proof. Con- 
sider the omission in the poem above. The poet 
promises: 


They told me the story of Peter McCue 
And now, the same story, I give to you. 


But instead of giving the story of Peter McCue, 
the unidentified balladier skips it over entirely, 
probably with an interlude of a few bars on the 
guitar, and his next line is: 


At last old Peter is where he kelcnas. 


On the theory that forty thousand cattlemen 
can't be wrong, it seems reasonable to suppose 
that somebody has the proof, or at least a docu- 
mentary suggestion of some sort, that Peter 
McCue was a sen of Dan Tucker. But proof is 
not proof until it has been qualified as such and 
examined in the light of known facts. 

In view of the hesitancy of the bard quoted 
abcve, I have undertaken to fill in the story of 
Peter McCue as it appears from the left bank of 
the Mississippi. This version is, of course, only 
tentative, and should be changed to whatever 
degree becomes necessary by the later revelation 
of the facts relative to this legendary equine 
figure. If we are allowed a choice as to the 
form in which we may receive these facts, I 


should be inclined to choose prose.

BETTING AT U.S. RACE TRACKS IN 1942 AND 1943 


MERICAN racing lost about 155 days and 

gained $154,732,814 in total betting turnover 
from the 1942 to the 1943 season, with only a few 
of the minor tracks which cperated in 1942, and 
not in 1943, unaccounted for. The figures in the 
tables which follow were compiled chiefly from 
duplicate sheets furnished by the American To- 
talisator Company, and afterward checked, in 
most cases, with the official figures of the state 
racing commissions. There are a number of in- 
stances in which the state totals vary from those 
recently compiled fer the Associated Press, not- 
ably in Maryland, where there is a disagreement 
of about $1,000,000, but the total in Maryland, 
and most of the others, as published here, have

been verified officially by the state commissions. 

Gains were almost universal; the occasional 
decreases shown in the tables, with a few excep- 
tions at minor tracks, resulted from the en- 
forced cancellation of 1943 meetings. Most tre- 
mendous increase was in New York, but even 
with New York and Illinois, where the volume 
ef racing was unaffected by the war, left out of 
the tabulation, the remaining tracks show gains 
enough to overbalance the losses resulting from 
the closure of Hialeah Park, Delaware Park, and 
the suspension of a few other meetings. 

Betting figures on so vast a scale inevitably 
need a few qualifications, and these are affixed 
to the individual tables to which they apply.

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FLORIDA 
Hialeah Park Opens 


HE 20-day meeting at Tropical Park, the first 
Florida meeting to get through its schedule 
since the spring of 1942, did not merely get 
through; it sailed through. At the end of the 
meeting the pari-mutuel turnover was $7,109,912, 
a daily average of $355,495. Last season’s in- 
terrupted meeting averaged $182,627, and the 
1941-1942 meeting averaged $268,965. The 1943- 
1944 session was considerably the best the Gables 
Racing Association has ever had, and several 
purse increases were made during the meeting, as 
earlier fears for scant support proved unfounded. 
Hirsch Jacobs and Jockey Ted Atkinson, oper- 
ating together a considerable part of the time, 
had the best records for the meeting. Jacobs 
saddled 16 winners, and Atkinson rede 14 of 
them. He also rode 12 others, for a total of 26 
wins in 20 days. Florida’s treasury, left gaping 
with the cancellation of last winter’s racing, got 
$628,108 from the meeting. 

Although Tropical Park, in its new ownership, 
offers considerably better racing than it formerly 
did, the best of Florida racing is still Hialeah 
Park. After a season of complete inactivity as 
regards racing (the Army used it for some time), 
Hialeah opened January 7, got its first surprise 
with a $635,758 pari-mutuel turnover, the high- 
est ever registered there on opening day. Attend- 
ance was down—12,726 against a previous record 
of 16,531-——but per capita betting was far higher, 
as it has been at most tracks. On the second day 
the totalizator handled $545,297, so that Hialeah 
is off to an excellent start. 

The opening day stakes, the Inaugural Handi- 
cap, went to Woolford Farm, with Adulator and 
Signator finishing first and fourth. A supporting 
seven-furlong allowance race went to C. S. Brom- 
ley’s Samhar, by Sweep Like. The Hialeah Stakes, 
first stakes event of the season for 3-year-olds, 
was won by Abraham Hirschberg’s Black Badge, 
which has raced without any real let-up since 
last summer. A Class C allowance affair at six 
furlongs was won easily by Owner-Trainer Fred 
Hopkins’ Fag, by Ariel. A similar race at 11% 
miles went to C. W. Anderson's Kanlast, by *Kan- 
tar. 

Atkinson and Jacobs were off in front at Hia- 
leah Park also. The perennial leading trainer 
saddled two winners the first day, and Atkinson 
rode both of them, won the stakes on Adulator 
and one other race in addition. On the second 
day Jacobs saddled one winner, which Atkinson 
did not ride, but the jockey nevertheless got two 
winners for the day. 

Tropical Park does not customarily have 2- 
year-old racing during the week or so the first 
meeting runs over into January, and the first of 
the 1942 crop got into action at Hialeah Park. 
‘On opening day the three-furlong sprint went 
to Mrs. E. Salsbury’s Snarkling, a filly by Snark 
Slapdash, by Stimulus, bred by Wheatley Stable. 
On the following day the 2-year-old event was 
taken by Mrs. J. W. Stanley’s home-bred Fred- 
die’s Pal, a colt by Tintagel—Mock Turtle, by 
Mad Hatter. 

The Palm Beach Handicap, a $5,000 event for 
3-year-olds and up, at seven furlongs, will be 
the feature of January 15. Before the Florida 
season began it had been intended to offer $1,000 
minimum purses at Hialeah Park, but evidences 
.of prosperity were so many that before the meet- 
ing began these were raised to $1,200, and on 
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the first two days, only six of the 16 races run 
were for the minimum purse, other events rang- 
ing up as high as $1,700.

The Woolford Farm entry was well supported, 
probably more on account of the good-class Sig- 
nator than Adulator, a comparatively minor win- 
ner.

Roman Sox and Harvard Square raced past him 
after the opening quarter-mile, but Atkinson did 
not let them get far away, and in the stretch he 
went up to them again, despite a light bump from 
Roman Sox, which swerved a little under pres- 
sure. Adulator and Roman Sox pulled clear of 
Harvard Square in the last furlong, with Adulator 
finishing best to win by a neck. Harvard Square 
kept going to be third, and Signator, getting into 
fourth position early, held it to the end.

The first of the better 2-year-olds of 1943 to get 
into action this year was Abraham Hirschberg’s 
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Black Badge, and odds were laid on him for the 
Hialeah Stakes. Stymie was given some sort of 
chance at him, the others virtually none at all. 
Black Badge, following the Peace Chance filly 
Augustina (recently taken out of a claiming race 
for $3,500) for a half-mile, slipped through on the 
inside and took the lead, Augustina quitting bad- 
ly. But also following the pace closely was Good 
Bid, a 34-to-1 chance in the betting but very much 
a contender in the running. Black Badge swerved 
slightly in the stretch, bothering his opponent a 
little, then outfinished him to win by a head. 
Brief Sigh, utter outsider at 83 to 1, came from 
far back with a strong rush to land third place, 
at the expense of Stymie, which had got up to 
third in the stretch.

Black Badge, foaled April 1, 1941, at Horace N. 
Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm, Lexing- 
ton, won the second division of the Remsen Handi- 
cap at two, beating Lucky Draw and Fire Sticky, 
among others, and also won several of the better 
features at Detroit, these races being technically 
non-stakes, but of at least minor stakes calibre. 
He was one of the busiest of last season’s juve- 
niles; the Hialeah Stakes was his first start this 
year, and his record is 23 starts, 11 wins, two sec- 
onds, two thirds, and $37,032 in earnings. As a 
yearling Black Badge went to Milky Way Farm 
for $3,000; last year he was sold privately to the 
present owner.

Cheap for Live Ones; Dear for Dead 


A somewhat erroneous idea of what it ordi- 
narily costs to maintain horses might be spread 
from a suit entered in Cincinnati Common Pleas 
Court January 4 by Louis and Paul Steffen 
against Frank G. Glaser, of Oakley, a Cincinnati 
suburb. 

According to the suit, the plaintiffs and the 
defendant entered into an agreement September 
11, 1942 to board the horses Indian Nickel, 
Princess Eugenia, and Spanish Maid, at a charge 
of $1.50 a month each while on pasture, $6 a 
month while kept up in stables. 

On April 16, 1943 the plaintiffs offered the 
amount due, but were told the horses had died. 
The suit asks recovery of $2,400 for the horses. 
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STUD NEWS 
The Death of Ormonda 


HEN the late Joseph E. Widener was begin- 

ning the development of his Thoroughbred 
stud at Elmendorf Farm, Lexington, one of his 
first purchases was Ormonda, which he bought in 
an auction at Saratoga in 1920. Ormonda pro- 
duced for Mr. Widener the first $100,000 winner 
he bred, the sprinter Osmand, turned out a near- 
champion in Brevity, earned further fame as the 
grandam of Whirlaway, Reaping Reward, King 
Cole, and others, and four years ago was retired 
as an honored pensioner at Elmendorf. 

In the last few years Ormonda has been a pad- 
dock companion of another noted pensioner, her 
son the gelding Osmand. They were inseparable 
companions. This week Osmand, in his equine 
fashion, was in mourning. The 28-year-old Or- 
monda had lost condition and become so rheu- 
matic that she was destroyed on January 8 as a 
measure of mercy. She was buried in the equine 
cemetery presided over by Laura Gordon Frazer’s 
heroic bronze statue of Fair Play. 

Ormonda was a chestnut mare, foaled in 1916, 
by Superman out of Princess Ormonde, by Ormon- 
dale out of Ophirdale, by Ben Holladay, son of 
Hanover. She was bred by the late Henry T. 
Oxnard at his stud in Virginia and as a yearling 
was sold for $400. She raced at two, for the late 
Samuel Ross, and at three changed to the owner- 
ship of W. A. Shea. She was an excellent race 
mare, in three seasons winning 12 races and 
$11,895, placing first or second in 21 of her 32 
starts. In August 1920, she was put up for sale 
at Saratoga. Mr. Widener bought her for $5,500 
and retired her immediately. 

Her first foal was the filly Orageuse, by 
*Wrack, which was sold to Dr. A. C. Randolph; 
she won and has produced winners. Ormonda 
was barren in 1923 and that year was bred to the 
Two Thousand Guineas winner *Sweeper, then 
making his first and only stud season at Elmen- 
dorf. The result was a big hulk of a colt, so 
overgrown that it seemed unwise to break him 
along with the other yearlings and so lacking in 
promise that he was gelded. Mr. Widener was 
beginning to think of Ormonda as a failure and in 
1924 he put her to *Mont d’Or II. From this mat- 
ing the result, in 1925, was a filly later called 
Golden Melody. Dr. Charles E. Hagyard was 
given his choice between this filly and another 
that was for sale, and he chose Golden Melody. 
She tried very well, but developed osselets and 
for Dr. Hagyard she produced the steeplechase 
stakes winner National Anthem and later the 
high-class King Cole. 

The next foal was Dustwhirl, by Sweep. Train- 
er G. H. (Ham) Keene broke her and she tried in- 
differently, but she never raced. She was an 
extremely nervous individual, a “stall walker” 
whose bedding every morning was found ‘chopped 
into little pieces,’ in the words of P. A. B. Wide- 
ner. J. E. Widener put her in the stud, sold her, 
carrying the high-class Reaping Reward, to A. B. 
Hancock, who later sold her to Warren Wright, 
for whom she bred the world’s leading money win- 
ner Whirlaway. 

Ormonda produced in 1927 the filly Alert, by 
*Trompe la Mort; she was a winner and dam of 
winners. In 1929 she had Robinson Crusoe, a 
winner of 12 races, by Whisk Broom II. Her 1931 
foal, by *Golden Broom, died as a yearling. In 
1932 she had an excellent bay colt by *Sir Galla- 
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had III, but it was never registered; in the pad- 
dock one day it slipped and broke a leg and had 


to be destroyed. Ormonda was bred to Chance 
Shot, but an illness caused his bookings to be can- 
celed and the mare was later stinted to *Sickle. 
To the time of the later mating she produced the 
high-class but unfortunate Brevity, one of the 
best horses of his year. 

Her later foals were Royal Straight, a non- 
starter by Jack High; Miss Brief, a winner and 
producer by *Sickle; and Binder, a moderate win- 
ner by *Sickle. Binder, which came in 1937, was 
her last foal. She was barren the next three 
seasons and was retired from service. 

In the Kentucky Derby Ormonda’s offspring 
and descendants played prominent parts on four 
occasions. Her two sons Osmand and Brevity fin- 
ished second, narrowly beaten; her grandson 
Whirlaway won the Derby; and her grandson 
Reaping Reward finished third. 


The Rhymer 


The 6-year-old horse The Rhymer, by “*St. 
Germans—Rhythmic, by *Royal Minstrel, has 
been retired to the stud at the Homewood Farm 
of R. M. Young, on the Bethel Pike, near Lexing- 
ton. His fee has been set at $150 with return 
for one year, or seasons may be arranged by 
private contract. 

The Rhymer, bred at Mrs. Payne Whitney’s 
Greentree Farm on April 12, 1938, represented 
a sort of second generation of success despite 
difficulties. His dam, Rhythmic, injured her jaw 
as a yearling in such a way that it was partly 
paralyzed, making it difficult to keep her in rac- 
ing condition. Nevertheless she won two races, 
was second in the Schuylerville Stakes, and in 
the stud has confirmed her inherent class by 
producing, in addition to The Rhymer, the stakes 
winner Sweep Swinger, this being her only other 
foal of racing age through 1943. 

The Rhymer, when as a yearling he was trans- 
ferred from Greentree Farm to the training quar- 
ters at Red Bank, N. J., was considered one of 
the best in the crop, but he fell seriously ill, was

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Jack Joyner’s 
Life Story 


This is the fourth installment of Mr. Newman’s 
biography of the late Andrew Jackson Joyner. 
This section of Mr. Joyner’s life, dealing with his 
early connections, is in his own words. 


CHAPTER II (Continued) 


“In 1890 I trained the winners of 12 races and 
$10,510. Only four of these victories were gained 
by the horses of Davis and Hall; Oriflamme won 
three and Patrocles won the other. Bess failed 
in all five starts, and the 3-year-old filly Little 
Ella, which was by Little Phil out of Ella War- 
field, one of the original lot of the Davis and Hall 
horses I took over in 1884, bred by Mr. Hall, was 
unable to win in nine starts. 

“Patrocles wen his second start, a purse at Ivy 
City April 7, but was unable to win thereafter. 
He was getting on in years, was far from sound 
and little could be expected of him in the future. 

“Oriflamme began most promisingly. He won 
his first start, at Elizabetn on May 2, but did not 
enter the winner’s circle again until July 31 at 
Monmeuth, when he defeated Cynosure and the 
7-to-10 favorite Reporter in a free handicap 
sweepstakes at 1% miles.

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“The racing season was half over and only two 
victories to show for it. Shortly after my em- 
ployers told me they did not expect to continue 
racing the next year, and that Oriflamme and 
Bess would be retired to the stud, and the others, 
if not claimed in the meantime, would be sold. 
So it behooved me to look out for another job. 
Unfortunately it is not the usual practice for rac- 
ing stables to engage trainers in the middle of the 
season. On the other hand I had some money 
put by and was tempted to buy a horse or two 
and go on my own until the end of the year, at 
least. 

“The opportunity came my way earlier than 
I expected. We were at Monmouth and Jimmie 
Rowe was training for the elder August Belmont. 
And very successfully, be it added. The Belmont 
Stable housed the outstanding colt of the year, 
Potomac, and the outstanding filly, La Tosca, to 
say nothing of other good winners, such as Race- 
land, Prince Royal, and Clarendon. Among the 
lesser lights in the stable was the 3-year-old 
chestnut gelding, Chesapeake, the oldest of a 
quartet of brothers, the others being Potomac, 
Schuylkill, and Brandywine. All were by the 
Epsom Derby winner *St. Blaise out of the good 
mare Susquehanna; she was bred by Aristides 
Welch right here at Erdenheim. She was by 
*Leamington out of the Lexington mare Susan 
Beane, and therefore a full sister to the unbeaten 
Sensation, also bred here at Erdenheim, as was 
the Epsom Derby and St. Leger winner Iroquois. 
A winner herself, Susquehanna was one of the 
foundation mares of the elder Belmont’s Nursery 
Stud. She was foaled in 1874 and when the 
Nursery Stud moved from Babylon, Long Island, 
to Lexington, Ky., in 1885 she went along and 
was a success from the outset.

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“Chesapeake was entered in a sweepstakes at 
a mile at Monmouth, on August 21, and ridden 
by Tony Hamilton was an odds-on choice. Pitted 
against him were Pete Weber’s Vendetta and a 
horse named Ceawood, owned by a man named 
Ashcroft. Vendetta incidentally was one of the 
first horses owned by Joseph E. Widener, the 
other was Radiant. Both were purchased that 
year from Pete Weber, but Radiant was the only 
one listed in his name. 

“In a hurricane finish, Chesapeake won by a 
short head, but all down the stretch Hamilton 
was busy fouling Vendetta and after the jockeys 
weighed out Chesapeake was promptly disquali- 
fied. Hamilton’s intelligence decidedly 
limited; he was the finest example I have ever 
seen of the Darwinian theory. All through his 
life he suffered from the obsession his rivals in 
the saddle were in a league to discomfit him. 
Billy Lakeland was the only one who really 
understood him and could manage him. 

“Mr. Belmont was present and did not take 
kindly to the disqualification. His eyes roved 
around seeking Rowe. He spied me and called 
me over to him. Despite the fact Mr. Belmont 
had been in the country for more than half a 
century he still spoke English with a marked 
Teutonic accent. He asked me, ‘Shoyner, where 
is Woe (Rowe) ?’ I replied I would go find him 
and tell him he was wanted. I hunted up Rowe 
and told him his boss wanted to speak to him. I 
tagged along, and remained within earshot, ex- 
pecting to hear Rowe get a ‘bawling out.’ It de- 
veloped, however, that Mr. Belmont’s rancor was 
directed not at Rowe or Hamilton, but at the 
horse. He said to Rowe, ‘Woe, we do not want 
any horses in our barn that have to win races by 
fouling other people’s horses—get rid of dot 
Chesapeake.’ Rowe answered, ‘All right, sir, I'll 
sell him,’ and Mr. Belmont walked away. So I 
sidled up and said, ‘Jimmie, what will you take 
for Chesapeake?’ He answered, ‘$2,500,’ and I 
said, ‘I'll take him; I'll send around for him to- 
morrow morning.’ 

“That is how I bought Chesapeake. I kept the 
Davis and Hall horses until the end of the month 
and won my last race with Oriflamme the day 
after I took possession of Chesapeake. It was a 
free handicap sweepstakes at 114 miles and he 
beat Eric less than a length. The even money 
favorite Reporter was third. Oriflamme was 4- 
to-1 and I won a fair bet on him. 

“After seven seasons with Davis and Hall I was 
on my own again. The first time Chesapeake 
started in a race with A. J. Joyner listed as own- 
er and trainer was at Gravesend on Wednesday, 
September 17. It was the second day of the 
autumn meeting and the first race of the after- 
noon, a sweepstakes of $20 each with $1,000 
added, at 1 mile. Chesapeake carried 1091. 
pounds. ‘Monk’ Overton, the jockey, was 21% 
pounds overweight and my horse was second 
choice at 3-to-1. The favorite was A. L. Stone’s 
Elkton, ridden by Fred Taral. Chesapeake went 
to the front at the three-quarter pole and won 
easily from the favorite by six lengths, earning 
$900. 

“Chesapeake in all won seven races for me that 
year. He won his first three starts, all at Graves- 
end, and the third was the Seabreeze Stakes, 
worth $1,690. He more than won himself out in 
these three races. He won sweepstakes at Mor- 
ris Park, Elizabeth, and at Linden. In first mon- 
ies he earned $5,555. 

“I had one other winner that year, a 2-year-old 
bay colt named Mileties, by *Darebin—Miilita. 
He won a purse worth $400 at Elizabeth Novem-

ber 7, ridden by Covington. He started at 10-to-1. 
I had a small bet on him. 

“Near the end of the season I was approached 
by John E. McDonald, who asked me if he could 
buy half of Chesapeake. I was to continue to 
train him. As the offer was an attractive one, 
and winter was coming on, I thought it prudent 
to accept it, so ‘Jack’ McDonald became half- 
owner in Chesapeake, though the horse continued 
to race in my name and under my colors. 

“Everything considered I had a good year in 
1891, the first complete one I raced for myself. 
My horses won 16 races and earned $15,580, which 
in addition to an odd wager won here and there 
kept the wolf away from my door. The winners 
were but three in number, Chesapeake, St. Pan- 
cras, and Little Ella, but Chesapeake was a host 
in himself as he won no less than 13 races. St. 
Pancras was a 2-year-old chestnut colt by *St. 
Blaise—*Patience, and therefore Belmont-bred. 
He won two races for me and I sold him to La- 
masney Brothers. Little Ella I had trained the 
year before, buying her from Davis and Hall 
when they retired. She was four years old in 
1891. Little Ella won the second race on the 
program at Ivy City on the opening day of the 
meeting, April 25. I got rid of her shortly after 
and she raced the balance of the year for C. C. 
Hall. 

“The elder August Belmont died November 24, 
1890, and Jimmie Rowe was unable to make a 
satisfactory connection as a trainer. He there- 
upon devoted his attention to starting and was 
in charge of the flag at Ivy City when Ella War- 
field’s daughter won her race for me. As a mat- 
ter of fact Rowe continued to act as starter until 
the end of the 1895 season, when he became train- 
er of the Brookdale Stable of Col. W. P. Thomp-

son. After the death of Colonel Thompson, Rowe 
continued to train for his sons, L. S. and W. P. 
Thompson, and when they retired from racing 
he succeeded Billy Lakeland as trainer for James 
R. and Foxhall P. Keene. 

“Chesapeake was a model of consistency. That 
year he started in 30 races, winning 13, was sec- 
ond in 10, third in five, and unplaced twice, fin- 
ishing fourth both times. He was as honest a 
horse as I have ever had in my care. I did not 
repeat the mistakes I had made the year before 
and pit him against horses that outclassed him. 
I took pains to place him where he belonged and 
to a great extent this explains his consistent 
record. 

“It is true the 13 races he won netted me but 
$11,635. He won only one stakes during the 
year, at Sheepshead Bay September 10. It was: 
termed, rather appropriately I thought, the Aver- 
age Stakes, at 134, miles, and attracted four 
starters, with Chesapeake under 102 pounds, and 
ridden by Sam Doggett, the second choice at 13- 
to-5. The favorite was J. N. Mulholland’s con- 
sistent 4-year-old filly Tulla Blackburn, winner 
of 10 races that year. She was by Luke Black-: 
burn out of Tullahoma, and therefore a half-sister 
to that high-class horse Tommanu, which Mat 
Byrnes trained for Marcus Daly. She was 9-to-10 
but was beaten into third place. Chesapeake led. 
all the way—at one time he was ten lengths in 
front—but Doggett began pulling him up and at 
the finish he was two lengths in front of Ken- 
wood. 

“Racing conditions and conditions of the races 
were far different fifty years ago. Then we had 
what were termed “owners’ handicaps,” in which 
the owners weighted their own horses. Naturally 
they put as light a weight on their horse as they

LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


LOUDY weather on January 8 held the crowd 

at the Fair Grounds down to about 4,500, but 
betting for the day was $166,052, which is not far 
below the usual Saturday figure. The featured 
event, the six-furlong overnight Old Hickory Han- 
dicap, lost a little of its interest when B. F. Whit- 
aker’s Requested was withdrawn, but a good field 
went to the post. The crowd had some difficulty 
making a favorite, but eventually Dearborn Sta- 
ble’s Overdrawn was backed into that dubious 
position, and ran sixth. The winner was Dixi- 
ana’s Amber Light, second choice in the betting 
but much the best in the running. A son of Pi- 
late—-Red Sunset, and very successful at the 1942- 
1943 meeting, where he won the Louisiana Derby, 
Amber Light won his most recent engagement by 
eight lengths, after disposing of Overdrawn in the 
first half-mile. 

A class C event, with a $1,200 purse, went to 
Mrs. M. E. Miller’s Traffic Court, by Discovery 
vaffic, and an allowance race for 3-year-olds at 
six furlongs was taken in front-running style by 
Coldstream Stable’s Rover, by *Bull Dog--Genile 
Play. The day’s 2-year-old test was under claim- 
ing conditions, and the winner was C. A. Gullot- 
ta’s Good Queen, by Good Advice. 

The Crescent City Handicap, for 4-year-olds 
and up at 14% miles, and for a $3,500 purse, will 
be the feature of January 15. Also run during 
the current week is the $2,500 Spanish Fort 
Claiming Stakes, for 3-year-olds at 114g miles. 
Like nearly all of the other featured events, these 
are under overnight conditions.

Hash had fine speed and won on fast and muddy tracks from 5! furlongs to 
15@ miles. He won in four seasons, was a stakes winner at three and four, placed in 
stakes at two and five. He won the Kenner Stakes, Lawrence Realization (in mud), 
Edgemere Handicap (twice, setting new track record at four), Narrangansett Special 
(beating Challedon, etc.), was second to Challedon at Keeneland when the latter set 
a world's record for 1 3 16 miles, also placsd in Withers, Yankee, Continental, Huron, 


Massachusetts, Saratoga, Westchester, Suburban Handicaps, etc. Hash won $107,250. 


In addition to his excellent racing record, Hash has a very strong pedigree. 
His sire, Questionnaire, ranks among the most prominent sires of America, and in 
1943 ranked eighth on the list of sires. Questionnaire sired Stefanita, champion 
mare of 1943, and is sire of other good stakes winners including Third Degree, 
Monday Lunch, Valley Lass, Omelet, Requested, Sweep Swinger, Alquest, Bold 
Question, etc. Delicacy, a mare of stakes class, is dam of two stakes winners and 
the good 1943 2-year-old Sunday Supper. She is a daughter of *Chicle, leading 
broodmare sire in 1942 and near the top of the list in 19438.

RE PERRY BELMONT 


JN my story on the Hon. Perry Belmont, pub- 

lished in THE BLOOD-HORSE of January 1, 1944, 
are two errors of fact. 

The first is the year of Mr. Belmont’s birth. He 
was born on December 28, 1850, not 1851, and is 
therefore 93 years old, instead of 92. This mis- 
take is due to an error in the Enclyclopedia Bri- 
tannica. The facts regarding Mr. Belmont’s birth 
are given in his autobiography entitled An Ameri- 
can Democrat. 

I have also stated that the first Thoroughbred 
to carry Perry Belmont’s “maroon, scarlet hoops” 
was an unnamed 2-year-old of 1894, a bay colt, 
later named Magian, by *The Ill Used—Magnet- 
ism, by Kingfisher, a winner on his first appear- 
ance under colors, at Jerome Park, August 9, 
1894, trained by the late Andrew Jackson Joyner. 

The first Thoroughbred to race in Perry Bel- 
mont’s name and colors was Magnetism herself, 
the dam of Magian. She was a bay mare, bred 
by his father, the elder August Belmont, at his 
Nursery Stud, Babylon, Long Island, and was 
foaled in 1876. She was presented to Perry Bel- 
mont by his father, did not race at two, but in 
1879 at three, trained by John McClelland, she 
ran four times without winning, but was second 
once and third once, earning $300. 

Magnetism made her debut at Jerome Park

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June 4, 1879, in the Maryland Stakes, for 3-year- 
old fillies, one mile. Carrying 113 pounds, ridden 
by William Hayward, she started a split third 
choice at 3 to 1 with F. M. Hall’s Eunice and fin- 
ished fourth behind the George L. Lorillard entry 
Anne Augusta, Ferida, and Idler, second choice at 
5 to 2, the favorite being David D. Withers’ Belin- 
da. All starters carried level weights. 

Three days later at Jerome Park Magnetism, 
again ridden by Hayward, finished second, beaten 
a length in the Ladies Stakes, scale weights, 1%, 
miles, by George G. Lorillard’s Ferida, trained by 
Wyndham Walden. 

On June 10, still at Jerome Park, Magnetism 
started in the Lorillard Stakes, 134 miles, under 
113 pounds, ridden by W. Hayward, quoted at 
10-1. She finished third to James R. Keene’s 
Spendathrift, 123 pounds, trained by Thomas Pur- 
year, and George L. Lorillard’s Harold, 118 
pounds. In the beaten field were Report, Dan 
Sparling (stablemate of the winner), Monitor 
(stablemate of Harold), Rochester, Jericho, ° 
Boardman, Plevna, and Eunice. The Keene and 
Lorillard pairs were joint favorites. 

Magnetism’s last appearance was at Monmouth 
Park July 10 in the Monmouth Oaks, 14 miles, 
4.gain ridden by Hayward, she was favorite in 
the auction pools, selling for $1,250, Ferida for 
$625, Scotilla for $205, the field for $180. Mag- 
netism was cut down in the running by Mary Ann, 
for which Hawkins, Mary Ann’s jockey, was sus- 
pended for the balance of the meeting and Ver- 
dict, which had finished third, was disqualified 
and Scotilla moved into third place. 

Magnetism was then retired to the Nursery 
Stud. Her breeding justified this action. She 
was a daughter of Lexington’s son Kingfisher, 
which had been a good stakes winner, and was 
out of Attraction, a bay mare foaled in 1866, bred 
by John Hunter at his Annieswood Stud, West- 
chester County, New York. Attraction was by 
*Balrownie out of *Maud, by Stockwell, and was 
therefore a half-sister to a pretty fair race horse 
and sire named Alarm, also bred in Westchester 
County, and which later stood at the Erdenheim 
Farm. Attraction ran three times at two. She 
was unplaced in her first start, in the Nursery 
Stakes, in the colors of her breeder, the orange 
jacket of Mr. Hunter. She was then sold to 
August Belmont. Trained by Jacob Pincus, she 
finished second in the Champagne Stakes to Cot- 
trill and she was also second to her stable com- 
panion *Mickey Free, destined to win the Belmont 
the following year. 

August Belmont’s “maroon, red sash and cap” 
were carried to victory by Attraction in her first 
start at three, at Jerome Park on “match day,” 
Octoker 6, 1869. Ridden by C. Miller, she was 
matched for $500 aside at a mile against Leonard 
W. Jerome’s Rapture, and whipped the filly owned 
by Winston Churchill’s maternal grandfather. 
She was unplaced in her last two starts, a handi- 
cap won by General Duke and the Jerome Stakes, 
won by Sir Roderic W. Cameron's *Invercauld. 
When her racing days were over Attraction was 
used as a hack by Perry Belmont during his un- 
dergraduate days at Harvard, and later she was 
placed in the Nursery Stud, first at Babylon, Long 
Island, and later at Lexington, Ky., where she 
died October 31, 1884. 


Magnetism was a pretty fair producer. In ad- 


dition to Magian she was the dam of Magnetizer, 
Magnetic, and Magnate, all by *The Ill-Used. 
Finally, to be technically correct and to fore- 
stall an attempt of anyone to shoot me on the 
ground, Magian was not the first winner actually 
owned by Perry Belmont. 


The records disclose 
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that in 1879 Mr. Belmont owned the then 5-year- 
old mare Hibernia, a daughter of *Leamington— 
Henrietta Welch. At Newport, R. I., at the New- 
port steeplechase meeting on September 18, in a 
race for horses that had been hacked but not 
regularly trained after September 1, gentlemen 
riders, Mr. Belmont rode Hibernia into second 
place, distance five furlongs. Two days later Hi- 
bernia, ridden by her owner, won a handicap 
sweepstakes, gentlemen riders, six furlongs, at 
the expense of The Judge, which had beaten her 
in her previous start. Two races later on the 
same day Hibernia was beaten by Chiquita in 
straight heats, six furlongs, professional riders. 
Hibernia later became a matron in the Bowling 
Brook Stud in Maryland, owned by Robert W.

MEXICO 


Mexico City 


ECAUSE, with a large number of horses on 

the grounds of the Hipodromo de las Amer- 
icas, and with only three racing days a week, 
races have been filling over-copiously, the track 
decided, beginning with the first of the year, to 
offer nine races daily, instead of the previous 
eight. The additional purses required, it was an- 
nounced, will increase the track’s distribution to 
more than $500,000. 

The meeting is now at about its mid-point, as 
the racing of January 10 represented the thirty- 
third day of a 65-day meeting. For the first 30 
days attendance averaged 19,300, and although 
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betting has reached no such figures as such 
crowds would produce in the United States, the 
meeting is an eminently successful one. The 
peak of the season, moreover, is yet to come. 

On New Year’s Day the one-mile First of Janu- 
ary Handicap, worth 10,000 pesos, was offered. 
The odds-on favorite was John L. Sullivan’s Air 
Master, a Chance Shot gelding which was a 
stakes winner at the inaugural meeting at Mexico 
City, and also in the United States last year. Air 
Master justified the odds laid on him by drawing 
away from his field to win by eight lengths. 

The Sunday program, January 2, featured the 
Handicap Durango at 51% furlongs, and this also 
went to the favorite, Mrs. L. B. de Gonzalez’s 
Johnny Holt, a 4-year-old Bargello colt. His fa- 
voritism was influenced by the fact that he was 
running coupled with the 6-year-old mare Kiosk, 
which finished third. Only one 2-year-old race 
was run during the week-end, a quarter-mile dash 
opening the January 1 program. It was won by 
Buckiey and Cleveland’s Martha Fly, by Ariel— 
Martha Washington, thus a sister to the stakes 
winner Royal Martha.

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NEWMARKET DECEMBER SALES 


High Prices in England 


HE state of the Thoroughbred market during 

the past year had eyes popping all over the 
world. Last month, at the Newmarket December 
Sales, English eyes had their turn. After the 
sales were over Major Gerald Deane, head of the 
Tattersalls auction company, was quoted: 

“We have returned to the boom years of 1926- 
28. What prices will be like when the war is 
over it is impossible to say, but already owners 
and trainers are wondering what they will have 
to pay for yearlings next year, in view of the way 
foals have been selling. Many owners who have 
bought this week are new to the Turf.” 

Top price of the sale was 13,500 guineas ($57,- 
375) paid by Walter Hutchinson for the 2-year- 
old Happy Landing, by Windsor Lad out of Happy 
Morn, by D’Orsay (son of Son-in-Law), second 
dam Cicely, by Cicero. Happy Landing has no 
extraordinary credentials as to pedigree, but was 
ranked within two pounds of the top of the Free 
Handicap of 2-year-olds of 1943. He won the 
Bedford Stakes at Newmarket (value £291, 16 
shillings) and was second to Orestes in the Coven- 
try and Middle Park Stakes. As an indication of 
the state of the market, the price of 13,500 
guineas may be compared with the £5,358 (about 
$21,700) earned in 1943 by Straight Deal, the 
laxgest money winner of the year in England. 

: Actually the average had increased only 11.5 
per cent over that of the December sales of 1942, 
there which appears small when compared with 

e record’ leap made by the American market 
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last year. But it was hardly less significant than 
the rise in prices in America, because the gain 
had been made despite a much larger number of 
cfferings and because the English market had 
taken its most sensational rise the previous year. 
The average of 435 guineas was the biggest re- 
corded at the Newmarket December Sales since 
the peak of 570% guineas was reached in 1928.

Calculating the guinea at its approximate 
pegged value of $4.25, the average for 1943 is 
equivalent to about $1,850. 

Four weanlings in the sales brought prices 
approximating or exceeding $10,000.

his first crop began racing in 1934, was leading 
sire of 1942 in the first-monies-only statistics 
compiled by THE BLoop-HOoRSE, but was edged out 
of first place by Equipoise in the American Rac- 
ing Manual’s figures, which include all monies. 
In 1943 he was the leader both in first monies and 
in total monies, and his triumph was as nearly 
complete as that of any leading sire in many 
years. He led in money earned by his get, in 
number of races won, in number of stakes win- 
ners, and (see THE BLOOD-HORSE of last week) in 
amount of money won by his 2-year-old get, and 
was close up on other rankings. 

*Bull Dog appeared in fifteenth place on the 
sire list in 1935, when he had two crops racing, 
Then he was sixth, then fifth, then fourth two 
years, then third two years, then second, now 
first.

His 
record is singularly devoid of fluctuation. 

*Blenheim IT, the syndicate-owned son of Bland- 
ford which stands at A. B. Hancock's Ciaiborne 
Stud, and was leading sire in 1941, is in second 
place, followed by Reigh Count.
